Scar e^articles were distributed according to a special key. The managers 
nf the commissaries tried to obtain the maximum possible amount _of 
desired articles such as bicycles and sewing machines. The commissaries ->ad 
also concluded contracts with German agencies and enterprises such as 
dairies, cooperative shops for the delivery of meat and meat products and
